Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Mercantile  Industry. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act.”  being  chapter  4S  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934.  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  "Wage  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  mercantile  industry  ”  includes  all  establish¬ 
ments  operated  for  the  purpose  of  wholesale  and 
(or)  retail  trade. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted  from 
time  to  time  under  section  5  of  the  said  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  to  the  other  provisions 
of  this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  over  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in  the 
mercantile  industry,  not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board  (except  women  to  whom 
special  licences  are  issued  under  section  6  (1)  of 
the  said  “Female  Minimum  Wage  Act”),  whose 
week  consists  of  forty  (40)  hours  or  more  shall 
be  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents 
($12.75). 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted  from 
time  to  time  under  section  5  of  the  said  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum  wage  for  every 
employee  over  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in 
the  mercantile  industry,  not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board,  whose  week  consists  of  less 
than  forty  (40)  hours  shall  be  the  sum  of  thirty- 
five  cents  (35c.)  per  hour:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  minimum  wage  for  such  employees  over 
the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in  any  one  day  shall 
be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  forty 
cents  ($1.40). 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted  from

Order  No.  25. 


Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Manu- 
fact u ri ng  Indu s try . 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Female 
T  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter  48  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and  (lie 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amendment  Act, 
1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following 
expressions  shall  have  (lie  following  meanings 
respectively  : — 
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(a.)  “Manufacturing  industry”  includes  the 
work  of  females  engaged  in  the  making, 
preparing,  altering,  repairing,  ornamenting, 
printing,  finishing,  packing,  assembling  the 
parts  of,  or  adapting  for  use  or  salt'  any 
article  or  commodity,  exclusive  of  fish,  fruit, 
or  vegetable  drying,  canning,  preserving, 
or  packing : 

(b.)  “Experienced  employee”  means  an  em¬ 
ployee  who  has  been  employed  for  the 
periods  required  by  sections  3,  4,  and  5 
hereof  to  entitle  her  to  receive  a  wage  of 
not  less  than  fourteen  dollars  ($14)  per 
week  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  the  indus¬ 
try,  business,  trade,  or  occupation  in  which 
she  is  or  has  been  employed : 

(c.)  “Inexperienced  employee”  means  an  em¬ 
ployee  who  has  not  been  employed  for  the 
periods  required  by  sections  3,  4,  and  5 
hereof  to  entitle  her  to  receive  a  wage  of 
not  less  than  fourteen  dollars  ($14)  per 
week  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  the  indus¬ 
try,  business,  trade,  or  occupation  in  which 
she  is  or  has  been  employed. 

2.  The  minimum  wage  for  every  experienced  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  manufacturing  industry  (except 
women  to  whom  special  licences  are  issued  under 
sections  5  and  G  of  the  said  “  Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act”),  whether  on  a  time-work  or  piece¬ 
work  basis,  shall  be  fourteen  dollars  per  week  of 
forty-eight  (48)  hours,  or  29%  cents  per  hour. 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted  from 
time  to  time  under  section  5  of  the  said  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum  wage  for  every 
inexperienced  employee  in  any  branch  of  the  manu¬ 
facturing  industry  in  which  any  of  the  articles  or 
commodities  mentioned  in  the  following  list  (ex¬ 
cept  those  enumerated  in  sections  4  and  5  hereof) 
are  manufactured,  prepared,  or  adapted  for  use  or 
sale,  or  in  any  branch  of  the  manufacturing  indus¬ 
try  ancillary  or  accessory  thereto :  Tea,  coffee, 
spices,  essences,  sauces,  jelly-powders,  baking- 
powders,  molasses,  sugar,  syrups,  honey,  peanut 
butter,  cream  and  milk  products,  butter,  candy, 
confectionery,  bread,  biscuits,  cakes,  macaroni,  ver¬ 
micelli,  meats,  eggs,  soft,  drinks,  yeast,  chip  and 
shoe-string  potatoes,  cereals,  cooked  foods,  salads, 
ice-cream  cones,  other  food  products,  cans,  fruit 
and  vegetable  containers,  paper  boxes,  wooden 
boxes,  buttons,  soap,  paint,  varnish,  drug  and  toilet 
preparations,  photographs,  ink,  seeds,  brooms, 
brushes,  whisks,  pails,  wash-boards,  clothes-pins, 
matches,  explosives,  munitions,  gas-mantles,  win- 
dowr-shades,  veneer  products,  batteries,  plant  fer¬

Not  less  than  $8.00  a  week  for  the  first  two

Not  less  than  $10.00  a  week  for  the  second  two 

months’  employment. 

Not  less  than  $12.00  a  week  for  the  third  two 

months’  employment. 

Not  less  than  $14.00  a  week  thereafter. 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted  from 
time  to  time  under  section  5  of  the  said  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum  wage  for  every 
inexperienced  employee  in  any  branch  of  the  manu¬ 
facturing  industry  in  which  any  of  the  articles  or 
commodities  mentioned  in  Ihc  following  list  (except 
those  enumerated  in  sections  3  and  5  hereof)  are 
manufactured,  prepared,  or  adapted  for  use  or  sale, 
or  in  any  branch  of  the  manufacturing  industry 
ancillary  or  accessory  thereto  :  Cotton  bags,  paper 
bags,  envelopes,  overalls,  shirts,  ladies’  and  chil¬ 
dren’s  wear,  uniforms,  gloves,  hats,  caps,  men’s 
neckwear,  water-proof  clothing,  boots  and  shoes, 
tents,  awnings,  regalia,  carpets,  furniture,  bed¬ 
ding,  pillow-covers,  loose  covers,  mattress-covers,

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  he  published  in  The  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  Aveek  if  possible  in  some  newspaper 
in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  Avith  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

9S.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  Avith  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
ivhere  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).
